Importance of University As 
Liberal Power Stressed in 
Speech at Moysc Hall 



"WE are all members of the 
faculty of Arts and 
Sricncc." With these words Dr. 
C. W. Hcndcl, denn of the 
Faculty of .\rts and Science, 
opened the season's activities 
yesterday for Freshmen and 
Freshettes in Moysc Hall. After 
introducing the new incoming 
students to McGill University tlie 
dean went on to state that whereas 
this is the first year for those as- 
sembled it is the 108th. year lor 
McGill. Each university has its 
own ideals, what it aims to do and 
accomplish. "Whether or not we 
make progress as a university de- 
pends oil you." A university 
exists in order to bring men and 
learning together." 

The university is a great com- 
munity of scholars where different 
people form a fellowship in which 
each one is ready to appreciate 
what he can learn from others. De- 
lining a university as "A society 
of men and women in pursuit of 
learning and wisdom," Dr. Hendcl 
pointed out that our university 
offers infinite knowledge and 
tested wisdom. University men 
should value the differences with 
which they meet, in order to learn 
I to value and lolcrate the opinions 
I of others. A university is a great 
[liberal power in the world — life in 
lit is humanized. Everyone must 
[measure up to the standard of 
lliving set for men and women. 
P "We are not giving you some- 
thing you must believe," the Dean 
continued. "We let you see the 
lacts; we let you see the arguments; 
we lot opinions reach you with 
which we disagree. If what we 
thinlî is true, it will stand your 
scrutiny and convince you by its 
truth. That is the only iiind of 
coercion or compulsion we recog- 
nize." 

"University life is an experience 
of getting to know yourself," Dr. 
Hendcl said. "You arc at a time of 
life when your scniiments, loyalties, 
and ideas can take a nev; lea.se of 
life, when you can acquire new in- 
terests and when you can find out 
what you are to be and what is 
really worth while in the world 
about you. You are a person in 
your own right." 

CONDUCT LIBRARY TOURS. 

In order to accustom the Fresh- 
man class in the use of the library, 
special tours will be conducted in 
the library at 10, 11. 12, 2, 3, 4, to- 
day. Freshmen were urged to in- 
terest themselves in books and 
form libraries of their own for 
books are among the permanent 
possessions of life. 

In conclusion Dean Hendel stated 
that physical education is necessary 
for a clear mind. Live clean if you 
want a clear mind. 

The above address began the 
programme inaugurated last year 
and continued this .year by the 
Students' Executive Council 
council has again organized 
Freshman Reception Committee to 
introduce newcomers to McGill and 
at the same time adord an oppor- 
tunity of meeting their classmates.

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New Vice-Warden of Doug- 
las Has Engaging Per- 
sonality

i^NE of the most important 
^ newcomers to McGill this 
year, if you can term a man 
who has played on the senior 
rugby team, been editor of the 
Annual and President of the 
Daily and the Union a new- 
comer, is Professor T. F. M. 
Newton, who has arrived at 
McGill to fill the vacancy in 
the English Department left by 
the retirement of Professor G. 
H. Latham. Since his specta- 
cular career in student affairs 
and in scholarship at McGill 
during the years 1921-26, Mr. 
Newton has been a member of 
the English Department at Har- 
vard and Radcliffc, as well as 
doing considerable research 
work on Queen Anne Journal- 
ism and the early life of Daniel 
Dafoe. Now he has come back 
to his Alma Mater in the joint 
capacity of Assistant Professor 
of English and Assistant War- 
den of Douglas Hall. 

When the Daily representa- 
tive interviewed Mr. Newton 
yesterday he was reading the 
Canadian Inter-Collegiate Foot- 
ball rule-book. He explained 
that it is a long time since he 
himself donned a "McGill uni- 
form, and he wanted to sec 
what changes have taken place 
in the Canadian game since he 
left. Mr. Newton comes from 
Sarnia, Ontario, renowned as a 
football town. One year he 
captained his prep-school team 
when they won the Dominion 
championship, so that he took 
naturally to football at McGill. 
In addition, he found time to 
work his way up the scale of 
promotions on the Daily, acting 
as Managing Editor one term 
and President another. The 
Presidency has since been abol- 
i.>:hcd, but formerly it amounted 
to practically an associate 
editor-in-chief. In addition, Mr. 
Newton was President of the 
Students' Union— he says it 
gives him a great thrill to 
wander around the old building 
again— and editor-in-chief of 
the Annual. While at McGill 
he also worked as a Star- 
Standard reporter, covering the 
McGill sports news for those 
papers. 

LECTURED AT HARVARD. 

He received his B.A. in '25, 
his M.A. in '27, acting as an 
assistant in the English Depart- 
ment during the two years of 
study for the Master's degree. 
After graduation he became 
connected with Harvard Uni- 
versity, where he lectured in 
seventeenth and eighteenth 
century English Literature as 
well as taking charge of various 
Harvard residences. During this 
period he has been conducting 
serious research into the be- 
ginnings of journalism in Queen 
Anne's time, and the early life 
of Dafoe. In this connection he 
has done extensive research 
work at Oxford and Cambridge 
and the Public Records Office 
in London, sponsored by Ameri- 
can Research funds. Just re- 
cently he has uncovered records 
of a lengthy series of lawsuits 
in which young Dafoe involved 
himself in an attempt to avoid 
the debtors' prison. Although 
Mr. Newton has not as yet 
begun to publish the majority 
of his findings in these two 
chosen fields, yet his published 
works, regarded as authorities 
of their kind, include "The 
Mask of Heracletus," a study 
of authorship in Restoration 
times; "William Pitt and Queen 
Anne Journalism"; "Black- 
more's Eliza," a monograph 
on the Knight-physician, Sir 
Richard Blackmore; and recent- 
ly, "New Light on Dafoe," the 
narration of hitherto unknown 
incidents in the life of the

npHE first girl to spend four years 
* in residence at R.V.C. is back 
in residence aagin this year, no 
longer as a student but as Warden. 

At the time when Mrs. Grant, 
Fourth Warden of the Royal 
Victoria College, was living at 
P.V.C. there were only four other 
girls there. "The accommodations 
were quite luxurious then," she re- 
marked with a reminiscent chuckle, 
"we each had two rooms and shared 
a bathroom, d'you know, but I was 
fussy and shooed everyone out and 
had it all to myself." 

For two years Mrs. Grant, who 
was then Maude Parkin, took a 
general course, entering, in her 
junior year, the first honors course 
offered in history. Among her 
classmates at the time were Dr. 
Lomer and Col. Bovey. It is inter- 
esting, she feels, that they .are all 
back again connected with McGill. 

GRADUATED WITH HONOURS. 

After graduating with First Class 
Honours in History and Political 
Science, she went to England to 
become Vice-Warden at the 
Women's College of the University 
of Manchester, where Miss Oakley, 
the first Warden of R.V.C. had 
preceded her. 

In 1911 she married William 
Lawson Grant, who was at the time 
Head of the Department of history 
at Queen's University. After spend- 
ing the four years of the war in 
England, the Grants returned to 
Canada where Major Grant was 
headmaster of the Upper Canada 
College, until his death in 1935. 

HAS NO HOBBIES. 

There was a roll of grey knitting 
lying on Mrs. Grant's table. "A 
sweater for my son," she explained. 
She is however not an inveterate 
knitter like Mrs. Vaughan. She has 
no hobbies, she said, unless it be 
the management of servants, for 
she has been much too busy keep- 
ing a smoothly running household 
to have mitch time for outside 
activity. 

Mrs. Grant has very high ideals 
for Canadian colleges. It is prim- 
arily in the college that . Canadian 
unity can and must be developed. 
People from all parts of the country 
come to McGill, for example, from 
Moose Jaw to Halifax. Bound to- 
gether by university-feeling they 
arc helped to lose that sense of a 
Canada made of uncohesive locali- 
ties. 

"In Toronto," she said, "people 
always are. asking me why on earth 
my father sent me to. McGill . when 
there was a perfectly good college 

right there. He sent me here so 
that I could get to know a differ-

IpROM Alberta 'comes news that 
the last word upon Dominion dis- 
allowance of the late Social Credit 
Acts has not been said. According 
to the Hon. Lucien Maynard, Min- 
ister of Municipal Affairs, the 
Provincial Government intends to 
test the validity of the Dominion's 
Allowance in the Supreme Court. 
This statement is made upon the' 
recent decision of the Alberta 
Legislature to ignore the Dom- 
inion's offer to bring a test case 
before the Supreme Court. 

The Ontario election fight is 
roarmg along as was seen yesterday 
when the Nomination lists were 
published. 89 Conservative candi- 
dates and 86 Liberal candidates 
were nominated while two women 
are contesting seats. 

American — 

OOMEWHAT of a surprise was 
*^ seen in the report of Chief Jus- 



tice Hughes of the United Stales. 
The report was a statement on the 
policy of the reorganization of the 
American Federal Courts. It coin- 
cides remarkably with certain 
suggestions of President Roosevelt's 
concerning the appointment of 
additional judges to Federal courts. 
How.ever, it does not touch • the 
vital question of the appointment 
of more judges to the Supreme 
Court. The main issue between 
the executive and the judiciary in 
the United States would still seem 
far from settled. ■

•yHE wars on two continents are 
* boiling up in the usual way. 
In the east,' the Japanese snubbed 
a protest lodged ' by the" United 
States concerning the bombing of 
certain cities and towns. In reply 
to the United States note ot Sep- 
tember 22nd the Japs indicated that 
they would pursue their policy 
towards China as : heretofore.

Here students may obtain their 
athletic society coupons, which en- 
title them to free attendance at all 
rugby and hockey games, both at 
the Stadium and at the Forum. 

The Union Cafeteria offers meals 
to students at a full ten per cent, 
lower than current prices. There is 
no tax. Women students haye equal 
rights with men to. eat at the 
Cafeteria.

QN FOU^^^ER'S day, Octo- 
ber the 6th, whicli marks the 
birthday of James McGill, the 
annual Autumn Convocation 
will take place in Ttloyse Hall 
at 3.00 p.m. His E.xcellency the 
Governor-General of Canada, 
Visitor of the University, will 
attend, and the honorairy degree of 
Doctor of Laws, honoris causa, will 
be conferred upon The Honourable 
E, L. Patenaude, Lieutenant- 
Governor of the Province of 
Quebec. Mr. Patenaude had ac- 
cepted the degree last spring and 
it was the intention to confer it 
upon him at the May Convocation, 
but he could not then attend, as 
he had to be in England for the 
Coronation at that time, and the 
degree will be conferred upon him 
at the Autumn Convocation. 

Seating accommodation in Moyse 
Hall is limited, but the Acting 
Principal, Dean Brittain, expresses 
his hope that as many students as 
possible will attend, particularly 
those entering the University for 
the first time. A special block of 
seals will be reserved for students, 
who should be in their places not 
later than 2.45 p.m.

The Chancellor will preside at 
Convocation, and the Cohvo>èàtion

erly Dean of the Faculty of Law 
and at present Professor of Roman 
Law.

This year the opening of the session is 
marked by the return of two former stu- 
dents who have come back to their Alma 
jMater to fill positions of importance. We 
refer to Mrs. W. L. Grant, the new 
AVarden of the Royal Victoria College, and 
Mr. T. F. M; Newton, the new Assistant 
Warden of Douglas Hall and member of 
the English Dèpartment. Mrs. Grûnt was 
an honour student in English and History 
and Mr. Newton was an honour student in 
English, but is perhaps better known as a 
football player, a Dmi\ Editor, and a 
member of the Union House Committee. It 
is indeed a real pleasure to welcome home 
two such able graduates whom we hope will 
be with us for many years. 

With the opening of the University 
year two things stand out which make this 
year different from others. Douglas 
Hall has been opened, and for the first time 
in history there is a Hall of Residence 
available for McGill men. That this new 
Hall will be a success is afssured if we may 
judge from the enrollment of residents. Let 
us hope that this is only the beginning of a 
new era at McGill, and that before many 
years we may see several such halls. 

The second significant fact is that the 
office of Principal is vacant. While things 
have been running smoothly since the 
vacancy occurred in this imporlanl position 
we trust that a new Principal and Vice- 
Chancellor will soon be foimd — a delay in 
the appointment of the new Principal is 
ahvaj's difficult for the whole university, 
and wc hope that it will be as short as' pos- 
sible. 

At this time it seems fitting to say a 
word to the Freshman who will find college 
life a distinct change from his accustomed 
way of living at school. For the next few 
weeks you will be given more advice than 
you ever before received in your life. It is 
not our purpose here to add to this impos- 
ing mass of well intentioned guidance. All 
we wish to say is that we hope you havc^ 
an enjoyable time at college, this year and 
throughout your course. You will if you 
follow a well balanced programme and do 
not let one phase of college life dominate 
the others. Studies, sports and extra cur- 
ricular activities all have a place in the 
college day— but be sensible about each.

For any Ireshies who are still doubtful 
about just what clothes they'll need in their 
first year at college I am reprinting the prize- 
winning letter of last year's contest to deter- 
mine "The ideal wardrobe for a co-ed at a city 
college." It Is Interesting to note that all of 
the letters condemned veils and earrings for 
the class-room, recommending tailored rather 
than afternoon chic. 

WINNING LETTER 
A College Wardrobe 

Essentially, a college wardrobe should 
combine usefulness and versatility. The 
foundation laid the first year should be started 
with an eye to the three years to come. After 
this, no basic dhangè in the colour-scheme 
should be made without due consideration. . 

The basis of the wardrobe is the coat. 
Preferably this is of fur, and most useful is 
the three-quarter swagger length of brown or 
black. This type can.be worn with perfect 
correctness to a variety of functions ranging 
from a football game to a semi-formal date. 
The colour chos«n forms the backbone of the 
colour-scheme of the entire wardrobe. The 
next most important thing to be considered is 
a fall suit. It should harmonize with the winter 
coat so that contrasting hats, scarves, gloves, 
etc., may be used equally well with both. A 
three-piece suit is ideal as it can be worn on 
wariher winter days with thé top-coat, and 
the skirt may have many bright sweaters and 
blouses to go with it for general use throughout 
the year. Both coat and suit should be of the 
best material one can afford, and made in a 
well-tailored conservative style. The indivi- 
duality of the wardrobe must be in the acces- 
sories, especially in hats, purses,, belts and 
glovés. One may also run riot with a variéty 
of bright sweaters, and appease any cravings 
for beauty and originality in a raincoat and 
gay umbrella. 

Next to be considered are' afternoon dresses. 
Thèse, like accessories, should always be either 
of the exact shade of the coat, or in sharp con- 
trast to it. Anything in between is mediocre 
and dull. There should be at least two good 
dresses included, which can be worn both in 
fall and in winter if necessary— one, a well- 
tailored wool, and the other a dressy silk with 
all the latest style points that can be lavished 
on oiie garment. 

For spring, the skirt and short coat ol the 
fall suit may be worn, or else a slightly lighter 
suit bought which would be also useful for 
summér«trips. A new straw hat is a "must" 
for spring, and new purse, shoes and gloves 
will do wonders to help on that slight feeling 
of light-headtdness. 

Included In the wardrobe must bo two 
evening dresses. One. for fall and winter, of 
bright satin, taffeta or rich lace, and the other 
preferably of chiffon or any other light material 
for spring and summer. The evening wrap is, 
of course, a matter of taste. Some favour the 
long sheath-like velvet ones, while others prefer 
more extreme silk or metallic ones. Probably 
the velvet or "bunny" wraps are most useful. 

One may add to this summary any number 
of accessories, according to the state of finances. 
With regard to shoes it might be said that at 
least three pairs are necessary. Most co-eds 
like their comfortable pair of brogues for 
classes, and, of course, a dressier pair is needed 
for afternoons and another for evening. The 
summer wardrobe is naturally not considered 
here, except as far as spring clothes will be 
useful in it. 

Little details, such as white collars and 
cuffs may make some girls' reputations, while 
others, finding these too much of a nuisance, 
may. confine themselves to brighter trimmings 
which need only be removed every week or 
so. However you express ydurslf, and every- 
oné must have her own spécial extravagance 
in shoes, hats or purses, the main thing to l«. 
remembered is to make the foundation of your 
wardrobe as simple as possible, and, nev^r let 
yourself be persuaded to alter this main theme. 
Never buy anything, even at a bargain, which 
will not fit in with your other clothes.

DISUSED WIRELESS 
STATION MYSTERY 



Privately Built Equipment on 
Eve of War Was Seized. 

by Admiralty 



A long-abandoned wireless station 
at Newcastle. N.B., one of the most 
important used by the British Ad- 
miralty during the Great War, pre- 
sents a mystery as to its original 
purpose and its future. Stories hint- 
ing at pre-war German intrigue 
are told here but the most authori- 
tative information locally is that the 
station was established by an Eng- 
lish company for commercial pur- 
poses. 

A steel tower rises 500 feet above 
the abandoned buildings. Six 300- 
foot towers were lorn down after 
being condemned as unsafe. The 
plant represents an investment 
estimated at more than $250,000. 
Idle equipment worth many thou- 
sands of dollars is falling to pieces. 

If the station was built for com- 
mercial use, visitors wonder at the 
coincidence of its hurried construc- 
tion the year before the war, won- 
der why Newcastle was chosen as 
the site and how the company ex- 
pected to make the venture profit- 
able. They ask why the present own- 
ers, year after year, take out a li- 
cense to operate a wireless station 
here and why the valuable equip- 
ment is allowed to deteriorate when 
it might be sold for a small fortune. 

Built by the Universal Radio Syn- 
dicate Company, tiie station was ac- 
quired by the Marconi 'Wireless 
Telegrap Company, of Canada, Lim- 
ited, in 1919 when the English com- 
pany went into liquidation. Al- 
though abandoned after a short 
post-war period of experimental 
work it is still owned by the Mar- 
coni Company. Charles Lund, who 
worked at the station from the time 
its construction started in 1913, is 
maintained as caretaker. 

"Our pay was sent from London," 
says Lund. "Englishmen, prominent 
directors of the company, were out 
here at the time of construction. 
The system installed was a Danish 
one, and the actual work was done 
by Panes and Swedes and a couple 
of Germans. 

"The station was to be for com- 
mercial purposes. A sister station 
was built at the same time at Bally- 
bunion, Ireland. I think they were 
the most powerful in the world. But 
before anything beyond the experi- 
mental stage wSs reached, the war 
came." 

About 20O soldiers marched up, 
took over the station for the Ad- 
miralty and kept it under heavy 
guard. Barracks were built. Day and 
night through the war years oper- 
ators sent and received code mes- 
sages, mostly in figures. "Messages 
would be coming in all days and 
nobody at the station could tell 
what they were about," Lund re- 
calls. Nine copies of each message 
were relayed to different military 
centres and naval bases. 

Enemy messages were intercepted. 
A secret service agent would learn 
that some vital communication w,as 
to be sent from a German station. 
Highly trained experts sat tensely 
here awaiting the fateful dots and 
dashes. These were flashed to de- 
coding staffs at "intelligence," The 
station was considered so import- 
ant in war years that never less 
than 70 soldiers were on guard. 

"We had to have pass words to 
get in or out," said Lund, "Some- 
times, when they got a new bunch 
of soldiers on, you had quite a job. 
You would have to talk as hard as 
a Philadelphia lawyer to get in at 
all."

Soldier, sailor, beggar-man, thief; 
doctor, lawyer, Indian chief. ' 

Add a few labourers, half-a- 
dozcn camp counsellors and a round 
dozen bus-drivers and you have a 
fairly comprehensive picture of Mc- 
Gill's hard-toiling students during 
the summer months. 

Some of the boys liked work so 
well that they got themselves jobs 
as timekeepers to see that people 
actually doing the work would do 
it properly. They admitted that 
the work did not interefere with 
their leisure too much, but they 
took a very dark view of the rail- 
way companies for expecting them 
to get any kind of an efficient after- 
noon nap on the hard caboose mat- 
tresses in the vans.

the average school year of 30 weeks. 
The Financial Post estimates. This 
figure would, of course, vary as 
registrations change. Last- year ap- 
proximately 90,000 students were in 
attendance at more than 150 univer- 
sities, colleges, law schools, semin- 
aries, and other institutions of 
higher education. 

$550 Per Year 

If it cost each student an average 
of $550 for the fall and winter col- 
lege term, during three years of at- 
tendance at college, 90,000 students 
would spend $148.5 millions. This 
amount, for the fall and winter ses- 
sion only, would be increased con- 
siderably, were expenditures during 
summer courses taken into consid- 
eration. 

What a Student Spends 
In order to arrive at per capita 
student expenditures, The Post 
averaged the amounts suggested by 
registrars of a number of universi- 
ties throughout Canada. This aver- 
age, broken up into the items which 
make its total, shows just what a 
student spends and what he obtains 
for. this expenditure during the 
college year.

Student 'Tin Money" 
Although the amount in the mis- 
cellaneous division looks large for 
only 30 weeks of school, it may be. 
more easily understood if it is 
broken up into its component parts. 
Into this category fall such "pin" 
money expenditures as social affairs, 
transportation, entertainment and 
similar items. At 50 cents a day for 
30 weeks a student would spend 
$105. And 50 cents a day over and 
above his necessary expenditures is 
not unreasonable. As a matter of 
fact, the average student is more 
likely to spend from 75 cents to $1 
on incidentals per day, according to 
hi.<; means. 

Students are stratified, for the 
most part, according to their finan- 
cial resources. The funds at their 
disposal determine how much they 
can pay for board and lodging; how 
much fhey can enter into social 
affairs; how much they can take 
time ofl from their academic work. 

As Little as $4 Weekly 
Some students pay as little as $4 a 
week for room and board. Others 
find themselves able to pay around 
Somè even go as high as $10. It 
is no idle rumor that students have 
been known to suffer physically be 
cause they have practically starved 
themselves in order to get along on 
very lew dollars a week. 

There is a vast difference, how 
ever, in the amounts students who 
live at home and those who are 
boarding away from home must 
spend. The board and lodging factor 
in the first instance is withdrawn. 
On the other hand, board, lodging 
and entertainment, sometimes even 
fees and other necessary expendi- 
tures may not trouble a student. He 
may be in attendance at a religious 
institution where these are provided 
free. But on the whole the average 
is as outlined above. Where one 
student struggles to get along on 
liHle, or finds that he doesn't have 
to spend at all, another finds that 
he can spend considerable money 
either because of a healthy bank 
account of his own or one furnished 
by his affluent relation's. 

Business Asset 
The fact that Canadian students 
spend such a large amount collec- 
tively every year indicates the 
monetary value to the country of 
the institutions which they attend. 
It also indicates that each institution 
is a decided asset to the business 
life of the community in which it is 
located. 

President F. W. Paterson, of 
Acadia University, Wolfville, N.S., 
conducted some research not long 
ago on the subject in connection 
with the Acadia institution. His 
findings reveal the importance of 
Acadia University to Wolfville and 
its environs. 

Of the total expenditures of 
Acadia University not all is spent 
in Wolfville. Funds for insurance, 
library books, and .magazines, re- 
newals of equipment and mass buy- 
ing of certain supplies generally are 
paid outside the town. But when 
these are deducted a large amount 
remains available for expenditure 
in Wolfville and vicinity. 

Payroll Expenditures 

There is, first of all, the payroll 
of the university and its affiliated 
schools. This has averaged, $169,370 
per year over 11 years. Nor is this 
all of the payroll. The amount paid 
for hauling fuel, the wages paid the 
men working on the gerunds and 
the heating plant and certain other 
wages for repairs, are not listed in 
the general payroll but in the report 



repairs, etc. 
This would increase the average 
payroll to approximately $172,000. 

In addition to p;'ovlding. for its 
payroll, the university has paid an 
average of $5,332 per year for light 
and power, which is exclusive of 
the cost of power for the university 
heating plants. Other expenditures 
of smaller importance are added to 
the above. 

Not (he Whole Story 
If thi« only were the whole story, 
it would make the university as 
desirable a business asset in any 
community as any industry with an 
equal capitalization. But it is far 
from the whole story. 

Each year the students attending 
Acadia pay an average of $5,600 for 
the rent of rooR)s. In 11 jrears this 
totalled $56.000. This, with the pres- 
ent earning power of money in- 
vested in gilt-edged securities, 
represents the interest on a capital 
investment of $126,000. Viewed from 
another angle it would pay the in 
terest at 6 per cent on 47 mortgages 
of $2,000 each. 

Farmers Benefitted 

A second detail of the picture is 
the amount paid by the university 
for supplies. The heavy buying is 
not done in Wolfville, but a great 
deal is bought from the local farm 
ers, such as fresh meats, vegetables, 
fruit. This situation would not pre- 
vail to such an extent, however 
were no student residences or dining 
halls in operation. For the year 
1833-34 at Acadia the local expendi- 
ture for these commodities alone 
amounted to $10,306. This finds its 
way to Wolfville merchants, for the 
majority of the farmers from whom 
the university buys do their pur- 
chasing in Wolfville. 

A third detail in the picture is the 
expenditure of the university and 
students in the town Itself. Board 
and room would run to something 
like $32,600 from students in attend- 
ance during the regular session of 
the university. In addition to this 
there would be expenditures of 
students on clothing, boàks, enter- 
tainment and transportation. 

Indirect Benefits 
But what about the amount spent 
by parenU and friends of the stu- 
dents who visit the town on various 
occasions? It may seem a minor 
Ihing. Actually, their expenditures 
must l'un info several thousands of 
dollars annually. Then there are 
conventions and other functions 
which are arranged directly through 
university auspices which bring 
money to the town. 

University Towns 
It has been found that a university 
town attracts a large number of 
families simply because it is a. uni- 
versity town. It is improbable that 
families would move ,to a town 
because the town possessed a flour 
mill or a tannery unless they pro 
vided means of employment. 

Wolfville's business has been bene- 
fitted because 88 families moved into 
the town in U years in order that 
members of their families could be 
educated at the university. Some 
have stayed for a year; others for 
longer periods, but while here they 
have been customers both of the 
town of Wolfville and of Wolfville 
Merchants. Some, no doubt, 
remain permanently. 

As a business venture, the uni- 
versity seems to be a valuable asset 
to Wolfville. Broadening the state 
ment, any university is an asset in 
the place where it is located, even 
when regarded from a purely bust 
ness standpoint

The 
program outlined for the evening 
includes community singing, foot- 
ball calisthenics, football, burles- 
que, kicking competition between 
High School stars and a torchlight 
parade, and bonfire at which 
effigies of Queen's, Toronto and 
Western will be burned. All Fresh- 
men will assemble on the lower 
campus at 7.45 p.m. and parade up 
to Molson Stadium. In order " to 
make this McGill football season a 
successful one all students should 
lend their support from the start. 

The Freshman Program of enter- 
tainment will come to a close with 
the Freshman-Freshette Dinner and 
Dance at the McGill Union on 
October 5th at 6.15. All first year 
students are urged to attend as 
many of the above activities as 
possible as they are primarily in- 
tended to enable them to meet them 
in informal gatherings. 



Plea for Pair Play 
A plea for fair play toward the 
'overtaxed, overregulated, and over-

TRADE HANDICAPS 
IN PERSIAN GULF 

Artificial Restrictions and 
Donl<ey Transport Ham- 
per Development 



The stretch of water lying be- 
tween the Gulf of Oman and the 
mouth of the Shat-al-Arab i.s not 
one that is commonly associated 
with modern forms of trade. In con- 
nection with it, pearls and pirates, 
heat and. humidity, and British 
Naval Patrols come much more 
readily to mind, and in fact its bar- 
ren coasts have, at the present time 
at least, little inducement for the 
trader, particularly in the engineer- 
ing line, so far as may be gathered 
from a study of the Report on the 
Economic and Commercial Condi- 
tions in the Persian Gulf, by H.M. 
Vice-Consul at Bushire and issued 
b> the Department of Overseas 
Trade (London, H.M. Stationery Of- 
fice, price 4d. net). On both sides 
of the Gulf trade is depressed, 
though the causes of the depression 
ill Iran and Arabia are not the same. 
On the Iranian coast artificial trade 
restrictions of the type only too 
familiar in these days are firmly 
established. The whole battery of 
quotas, protective duties, Govern- 
ment monopolies. Import permits, 
prohibitions and exchange control 
operate in lull force, with trade 
withering away and the inhabitants 



of the coastal towns too poor to pur- 
chase anything but the barest of 
necessities in the cheapest possible 
market. The lack of port facilities 
and the defective internal communi- 
cations do not help. The report deals 
with three Iranian ports, namely. 
Bandar, Abbas, Bushire and Khor- 
ramshahr, the latter formerly 
known as Mohammerah. The first 
possesses a motor road to Kerman, 
liable to be blocked by landslides in 
winter. The second is still regarded 
as the principal Iranian port, but 
is losing ground to Khorramshahr, 
which possesses better loading facil- 
ities and better inland communica- 
tion. From Bushire the road to Shi- 
raz has to cross the low-lying strip 
between the island of Bushire and 
the mainland which is liable to win- 
ter flooding, and then follows a dif- 
ficult course over the mountains. An 
all-weather motor road is under 
construction, but at present the 
mainstay of transport is the lime- 
honored donkey. At Khorramshahr 
the River Karun is a valuable stand- 
by in wet weather, and in the dry 
season, which means the greater 
part of the year, motor transport 
can be relied on. For some reason 
the report makes no reference to 
the neighboring port of Bandar 
Shahpur, and the 4ft. B'/i-in. gauge 
railway which will connect it with 
Tehran and the Caspian Sea; this, 
in time, must prove a serious rival. 
At all the Gulf ports, wharves at 
which ocean-going vessels can berth 
are unknown, and goods are very 
liable to damage in course of tran- 
shipment, though Bushire is instal- 
ling a 7-ton electric crane, which is 
expected to prevent a great deal of 
rr.ugh handling on the customs jet- 
ty. It is hardly necessary to add 
that, under the conditions prevail- 
ing, congestion at the Iranian cus- 
toms warehouses is acute. 

On the Arabian side Muscat (in 
the Gulf of Oman), Bahrein and 
Kuwait, are dealt with. Here the 
trouble has been the depression in 
the staple markets, pearls, dates 
and drffed fish, the prices'of which 
have not justified export. On the 
ether hand, customs duties arc low 
and Government restrictions prac- 
tically non;existent. Trade, more- 
over, is at last beginning to revive, 
and the possible development of oil 
production gives promise of belter 
things in future. In Bahrein, oil 
wells are actually in operation and 
are already benefiting the economic 
situation, and, if the borings in pro- 
gress at Kuwait are successful, con- 
siderable improvement may be ex- 
pected there also. Both these ports 
are almost entirely dependent for 
their food supply on imported goods, 
and both are of some importance 
as distributing centres for Sa'udi 
Arabia, and in the case of Kuwait 
for the Bedouin tribes of Iraq as 
well. Muscat while less dependent 
on cxtenral food supplies, is also 
less developed, with no oil pros- 
pects and no electric power, and the 
hinterland behind the long coastal 
strip which forms the Muscat Sul- 
tanale.i s almost unmitigated desert. 

Under these circumstances it will 
be readily understood that markets 
for import trade round the shores 
of the Gulf are very limited, and 
that Japan, with her very low 
prices, has absorbed an increasing 
share of what has been available, 
ihough the superior quality of Brit- 
ish goods is realized. Japan's prin- 
cipal import is piece goods, but a 
certain amount is done in bicycles, 
gramaphones, crockery, cement, etc., 
and even in lea which has been un- 
dercutting the Indian supply. In 
Bahrein, however, Japanese tea has 
not appealed to the local taste, and 
in spite of a price of .seven annas a 
pound against eleven annas for the 
Icdian product, no further imports 
have recently been made. Hardly 
anything is said of the demand for 
motor vehicles, though these are in 
use in all cases. Bahrein, for ex- 
ample, is stated to possess a steadily 
increasing motor transport, which 
now totals 200 cars and 25 lorries, SO 
per cent, of American origin. But 
even in Muscat, the least advanced, 
light cars run up the coast for about 
280 miles, while Kuwait has a re- 
gular motor route to Basrah in con- 
stant use and another southwards to 
Riyadh in the centre of Sa'udi 
Arabia, though the chief regular 
means of transport is the camel. On 
the whole, while little can be ex- 
pected of the Iranian coast, in Bah- 
rein and Kuwait there is a distinct 
prospect of better things.— Engin- 
eering. (London)iî??S-

mors in Year 

Johannesburg.— Johannesburg had 
957 earth tremors last year, an in- 
crease of 113 over 1935, according to 
the annual report of thè Govern- 
ment Mining Engineer. 

There were 710 tremors in 1934 
and 736 in 1933. 

The report adds: A point worthy 
of attention is the fact that, despite 
the increase in the number and 
severity of earth tremors in recent 
years, there has been a steady de- 
crease in fatal accidents due to fall 
of rock. The death rates per 1,000 
for falls of rock for 1934, 1935 and 
1936 were 0.88, 0.67 and 0.65 respec- 
tively, and this satisfactory result 
is indeed a tribute not only to the 
care which is given to ensure safe- 
ty in mining, but also the efficacy 
of the systems of mining and sup- 
port, which have proved them- 
selves wholly suitable to the exten- 
sively mined areas of the Central 
Rand.— South African News-Letler.

MAKING OF FARM 
PRODUCTS OUTLINED 



Ways of Preparing Head 
Cheese, Farm Sausage 
and Pork Noted 



Farm sausage is usually made 
from trimmings when the carcass 
of the animal is cut up for curing. 
The trimmings are cut into con- 
venient strips or pieces, and ground 
or finely chopped, the lean and the 
fat being mixed in about equal 
proportions. Salt, pepper, and sage 
or allspice are used for preserving 
and flavoring. Thirty pounds of 
sausage meat requires one-half 
pound table salt, two ounces of pep- 
per, and one to two ounces of all- 
spice are used instead of the sage. 
These ingredients arc mixed dry and 
thoroughly incorporated with, the 
sausage meat. When sausage meat 
is intended to be kept, it is firmly 
packed into clean crocks. 

Another favorite dish, head 
cheese, is made from meat taken 
from the head, feet, and other 
trimmings not used in making 
sausages. In preparing the meat, it 
is important that it be thoroughly 
cleaned and all unnecessary particles 
removed. The meat particles to be 
used are boiled until the bones 



separate readily, and then the meat 
removed from the kettle' and cooled 
to permit of being chopped up 
finely as for sausage. For seasoning, 
three ounces of salt, one ounce of 
pepper, one ounce of allspice, and 
a quarter-ounce of nutmeg may be 
used for 10 pounds of meat. Suffi- 
cient of the liquid should be pour- 
ed over the chopped meat to make 
a fairly thick consistency, the mass 
being then brought to a boil and i 
poured directly into wet moulds, j 
\yith regard to the home curing 
of pork, there are two methods, 
the "dry salt" and the "brine cure" 
process. Common salt in both 
methods is the curing agent, but 
other ingredients, such as sugar, 
saltpetre, and baking soda, arc 
sometimes used with it The old- 
fashioned brown sugar is preferred 
to the white granulated kind as it 
is believed to give a slightly better 
flavor to the meat. Baking soda is 
used principally in the brine cure. 
Full details of the various pro- 
cesses and the storing and smoking 
of meat may be Jound- in the cir- 
cular "The Home Curing of Pork' 
which may be obtained free on re- 
quest from the Publicity and Ex- 
tension Branch, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Ottawa. 

Motorists and Crossings 
Railways running through Ohlt 
no longer will be the helpless vic- 
tims of reckless motorists who drive 
their cars in front of speeding loco- 
motives or into the side of moving 
trains.

dcLidLci, in effect that railroads 
could collect damages from motor- 
ists involved in crossing accidents. 

The New York Central won a 
damage suit from a trucking com- 
pany on the ground that a driver 
for the concern had disregarded 
warning signals. The case was ap- 
pealed, but the highest tribunal 
declined to review it. When this 
attitude becomes more prevalent 
throughout the country, truck driv- 
ers will be impressed more vigor- 
ously with the need of exercising 
greater caution at grade crossings. 

So long as adequate warning 
signals are in working order, re- 
sponsibility fpr avoiding accidents 



rests entirely with the motor 
vehicle driver rather than the rail» 
way. Serious accidents, involving 
passengers and railway property, 
have been caused by reckless mo- 
torists, although the latter seldom 
have been penalized for the offense. 

Claims for damages might be 
useless if an individual without 
means were responsible for a 
wreck. Where trucks or buses are 
Involved, however, the railroads 
may file successful claims for com- 
pensation. There can be no doubt 
as to the justice of the Ohio ruling. 
—Indianapolis Star.

As a matter of fact, 
he was more intense in his pre- 
parations for the race than were 
his efforts during the dash. 



npiHE most interesting Canadian 
* performance was the new na- 
tive mark for the mile of four 
minutes 17 6-10 seconds when lie 
ran second to C. A. J. Emery of 
Cambridge. The finish might have 
been closer and Clarke may have 
possibly won if it had not been for 
the fact that Emery's team-mate, 
D. R. Martin of Oxford, set a blis- 
tering pace for him for the first 
three-quarters and then quit. That 
sort of running always cuts two or 
three seconds from a runner's 
time. 



■THE only runner to wear the

STRONTIUM MAKES 
MARK AS MINERAL 



Industrial Possibilities in 
Metal World Form Sub- 
ject of Report 



Of the three metals, calcium, 
strontium and barium constituting 
one of Doberelner's triads, the first 
has become widely known in com- 
merce in connection with lime and 
all its products, with calcium car- 
bide, cyanamide, phosphates, and. 
many other prominent materials. 
Barium and ■ strontium are less 
known, although barytes is, certain- 
ly, one example in which barijim is 
common.' Strontium, though im- 
portant in theoretical chemistry, 
has yet to win its place as regards 
utility, for, although wcU-distribut- 
cd deposits are known, they, are 
rarely sufficiently concentrated to 
be worked economically. The pos- 
sibilities of strontium are raised by 
the second édition of a report en- 
titled "Strontium Minerals," by F. 
H. Beard, published by the Imperial) 
Institute at Is. 6d. net. The subjec? 
is one which concerns this country 
deeply, since the United Kingdom 
possesses the most important source 
of celestite or strontium sulphate in 
tlie world. As with barium, the sul- 
phate deposits predominate over the 
carbonate as raw material, the lat- 
ter, known as strontionite, being 
mined in Westphalia. Unlike the 
case of barium deposits, our sup- 
plies of strontium minerals from 
Yate, Gloucestershire, meet with 
little competition in the market. 

With so many examples of '.ess 
common metals assuming promtu- 
ence within recent years, the posi- 
tion of strontium is interesting. 
Although English celestite deposits 
are economical to work, they are 
sporadic in occurrence, and mining 
methods are consequently primitivs. 
After location by boring tool, small 
pits are dug and the mineral is fol- 
lowed latcralljrr^jiThe powdered, 
celestite or "strontium while," re- 
sulting from concentrating and 
grinding, enters into paints, both as 
pigment and brightening agent, into 
fillers for rubber and plastics, and 
into sealing compounds for electric 
batteries. Although more expensive 
than barytes, the material possesses 
some compcnsction in its lower 
density. British celestite has ad- 
vantages over German strontianite 
as a raw material for preparing 
strontium compounds, the high pro- 
portion of calcium carbonate m 
strontianite vitiating its application. 
Celestite is reduced with powdered 
coal and the sulphide dissolved' up 



for further ! conversion. For some 
years the "strontia treatment," or 
Schcibler process, for working up 
beet-sugar molasses, has been avail- 
able, but only one refinery in Ger- 
many as yet uses this recovery me- 
thod. Since, however, Krause has 
discovered recently a more elïicien' 
method using both lime and strontia, 
this application may extend in the 
future. Another direction in which 
strontium salts are employed is in 
pyrotechny, particulary in the Unit- 
ed States, where railway flares, 
utilizing the well-known flame col- 
oration Imparted by the metal 
vapor, arc standard equipment. In 
producing high-grade basic open- 
hearth steels, German concerns 
have used strontianite alone or with 
lime as a scavenger for removing 
sulphur and phosphorus. 

The metal itself is of the hardness 
of lead, and only lead alloys seem 
to have attracted much attention. 
These have been studied with a 
view to increasing the durability of 
metal for electric storage batteries. 
Strontium may be added to copper 
to prevent blow-holes in castings, 
the electrical conductivity being 
little affected by the small propor- 
tion necessary. Lead-bearing alloys 
containing the metal, and strontium 
alloys containing copper, lead, iin, 
îSnSïzinc used for purifying alloys, 
are examples of minor attempts to 
develop the metal in commerce. As 
a "getter" in radio valves, i.e., for 
removing the last traces of * gases, 
the application of the metal as sug- 
gested in the report is hardly likely 
to progress to any extent since 
tantalum is so successful. The high 
price of the metal up till 1935 has 
detracted from serious attempts to 
pursue further 'its possibilities; yet 
there is hope, for the present price 
of $10 per lb. is only about on"ê- 
quarter of that ruling four or five

opinion of many students of native 
life, is, how rapidly degenerating 
into a C3 nation. Disease is rife and 
in ail spheres of tribal life there are 
indications that the Zulus are stead- 
ily on the down grade. 

In their efforts to remedy the 
position the Government is faced 
with an almost superhuman task. 
They have to fight against prejud- 
ices and beliefs that are slowly but 
surely bringing poverty and ruin. 

When encouraged to improve the 
quality of his stock, or to observe 
the rudiments of hygiene and agri- 
culture, the average Zulu shows no 
enthusiasm whatsoever and says 
that methods that were good enough 
for his father and grandfather are 
good enough for him.— South Afri- 
can News-Letter.

years ago. Until other applications 
are found, the element may find its 
major outlet in metallurgy, as stron- 
tianite for basic open-hearth steels, 
as mentioned above. High cost 
compared with other scavenging 
materials has certainly not deterred 
German concerns from experiment- 
ing and using this mineral. In con- 
trast with this enterprise, it may 
be remarked that the United States, 
in spite of large, workable deposits, 
places reliance on imports from this 
country and from Germany.— -En- 
gineering (London). ■ 

MEDICAL FACULTY 
WANTEDM DUTCH 

Pretoria School Proposed 
Wjth Afrikaans as In- 
struction Medium 



Johannesburg. — The Minisler of 
Public Health, Mr. J. H. Hofmeyr, 
has agreed to receive a deputation 
on the subject of the establishment 
of an Afrikaans Medical Faculty at 
the University of Pretoria. 

Briefly, the points to be laid be- 
fore Mr. Hofmeyr are: 

"The buildings costing approxi- 
mately £ 150,000 will be necessary to 
house the departments of Anatomy, 
Physiology, Bio-chemistry Histology, 
Pharmacology, Pathology, and Bac- 
teriology. Also classrooms for the 
clinical subjects will have to be 
accommodated in this building. 

"That at least £100,000 will be 
necessary to equip the different de- 
partments for experiments and re- 
search work. 

"That, to start with, at least 
£250,000 will have to be obtained 



Ultimately, after it has been thor- 
oughly built up the medical faculty 
will have cost more than £1,000,000 

"That it is estimated that in ten 
to 15 years the Medical Faculty will 
have about 500 students." 

At present the Union has two 
thriving medical schools, one in 
Capetown and the other in Johan- 
nesburg. Considerable opposition 
has been registered agamst the 
establishment of a third faculty on 
a language basis. — South African 
News-Letter.

OF CANADA AIDED

Important Industry in 
Several Areas

The types of^tobacco growii 
throughout the worlâ^uié' many and 
varied. Canadian production, how- 
ever, is restricted to five different 
types. Each type has its own indi- 
vidual characteristics which make 
it particularly desirable in the man- 
ufacture of specific products. The 
quality, flavor and aroma of the 
cured leaf determine its use. The 
quality of the leaf and ils smoking 
characteristics vary greatly, depend- 
ing not only upon particular soil but 
climatic conditions as well. Tlie to- 
bacco growing industry in Canada 
has experienced marked expansion 
in recent years and is confined to 
five distinct areas, each with prob- 
lems peculiar to its locality. 

Climatic and soil conditions are 
probably the two most determming 
factors as to the practicability of to- 
bacco growing in any area. The 
commercial value of tobacco is 
largely inlluenced by its qualitj 
(embodied in color, texture, body 
and aroma) , and since quality is ef- 
fected to a considerable degree by 
soil type, the nature of the soil, its 
fertility and chemical composition, 
in addition to many cultural prac- 
tices, new fields for investigational 
work arc constantly presenting 
themselves. It is essential that the 
correct nutritive balance be main- 
tained if increased yield and im- 
proved quality are to be obtained. 
The Dominion Tobacco Service of 
the Tobacco Division, Experimental 
Farms Branch,' Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, devotes con- 
siderable research to the determin- 
ation of the correct quantity and 
type of fertilizer required by the 
soil and each type of tobacco; the 
harmful or beneficial effects of 
other crops in rotation with tobac- 
co; cultivation of the crop; and care 
of the crop during the growing, 
ripening, and harvesting periods. 
Vital processes are investigated dur- 
ing the entire life of the plant from 
seedbed to curing.
